How often 
do we see men, as in riots and mobs, borne 
along at the mercy of their passions, which for | 
a brief, awful moment, are as careless as some | 
mighty river maddened into fury, by the foam- | 
ing of a thousand streams. Again, when a!

throned, they pause and refrain. In the former |

When Sinat is 
flaming and rocking, they may pause, tremble 
and wonder and drop the forbidden object, but 
after the fearful grandeur of the sceve is pass- 
ed, the unbridled passions will come out from 
their hiding place, and hurry the miserable vic 
tim, from deep, to deeper guilt. Judgment, 
mercy and conscience will be overcome by the 
strength of an evil heart. You may add eter- 


nity to the motive, and bring on the ear all the 


wailings of the lost, and the ungodly beart will 
laugh at a world of wo and look with uaconcern 
upon the gathering of a rayless, end’ess night, 
ur its eternal well being. There must be 
somewhere another power adapted to our sus- 


ceptibilities, capable of controlling the heart, 


or e'se the co-action of cur mora! and intellec- 
tual natures will never be effected. But does 
that power exist?) We have said the Bible 
contained the only system that could do it. It 
isa system not of terror but of /ore. tis only 
that deep, divine benevolence, which places a 
Saviour on the cross, that will reclaim the wan- 
Gering affections, notwithstanding it has been 
ridiculed as an execution upon a gallows in the 
centre of the universe. Here is an otject up- 
m which all the feelings may concentrate. 
This benevolence of God will operate upon the 
moral nature of men lke a spell, which terror 
cannot break—whose force time cannot weak- 
ep. Under its influence the heart will beat in 
unison with the world—the universe—the 
throne of God. Nothing but the sublimity of 
a Saviour dying for = world, at which the solemn 
drapery of night was hung around the sun, and 
his rising from the grave and ascending to tie 
right hand of God the Father, for their advoca- 
cy, will melt the flinty heart. It will do that 
which human law cannot do—that whieh the 
grave with all its silence and gloom cannot do 
—it will change the whole current of the affec- 
trons. 

Paul has characterized this transformation 
as anew creature ; call it what you will, itisa 
known and acknowledged fact. [is cau-es are 
accessible; its results are plain.

EXTRACT FROM THE CHARGE. 

We charge you then, first of all, Watch over 
your outward deportment. Never forget in any 
company, orin any Circumstances, that you are 
a minister of the gospel. Let no man have it 
in his power to say, as you walk these streets, 
and mingle in the social circle, that your man. 
ner of life does not correspond with your 
preaching. And let no chance of worldly ad- 
vancement—no language of flattery—no in. 


suliing provocation—in short, let no trial of 


your taith and patience, cause you ever to for- 
yet yourself fur a moment, so that you will be 
lable to du or say any thing by which the min- 
istry shall be blamed. 

Watch also, your own heart. 

If you labor from unhallowed motives, or 
with an un.eeling, or an unbelieving heart, 
your divine master will be dishonored, and your 
ministrations will be likely to prove a savor of 
death unto death to them that hear you. And 
we remind you that you are not free from dan- 
ger on these points. Without the most untiring 
vigilance in relation to the inner man, an evil 
heart of unbelief; or idulatrous attachment to 
some worldly object, or vanity from human ap- 
plause ; will deprive you of communion with 
God, and thus unfit you for your holy vocation, 
Even pride, ambition, envy, selfishness, and 
such like passions, may grieve the Holy Spirit, 
ere you are aware, and eat, like a canker, upon 
the very vitals of all that is spiritual within you 

Temptations, adapted to excite these, and 
other unholy passions, will assail you, on every 
hand. Now andthen,the world, with its daz- 
zling splendors, wil! present an alluring aspect.
